Parties Are Lining Up 
for Fall Elections. 


“Young Cuba” Organizes and 
Puts Forward a Radical Plat- 
form--Proposed, Among Oth- 
er Things, to Bar Religious 
Orders From the Island. 


Havana, August 7.—With the ad- 
journment of the Cuban congress after 
a session singularly poor in useful re- 
sults, there sounds on all sides the 
first note of active preparation for the 
political campaign preceding the elec- 
tions to be held in the first week of 
next November. Everywhere it is 
realized that in these elections the 
young republic faces the most serious 
crisis that has confronted it in its brief 
career. | 

In the coming contest half the sen- 
ate and half the house of representa- 
tives are to be chosen, together with 
a number of merely local officials 
throughout the island. The situation 
is complicated by a great number of 
parties, with still others in process of 
formation, 

“Young Cuba” Gets Busy. 

Among the minor parties now 
springing into existence and one which 
may acquire considerable force is that 
of La- Joven Cuba, or “Young Cuba,” 
modelied, so its leaders say, on the 
“Young Turks” and the party of 
“Young Italy.” 

Their platform is a radical one, com- 


, prising such planks as the adoption of 
the: parililamentary system of govern- 


ment, the revocation of the sale of the 
property of the church to the nation, 
which was consummated under the Ma- 
complete auton- 
omy for all the proytnces of the island, 
the abolition of the army and the cre- 
ation of a national rural guard of 
double the strength of the existing 
body, reclamation from Spain of the 
$300,000 paid by Governor Magoon for 
the Spanish artillery remaining in 
Cuban fortresses, in accordance with 
the terms of the protocol which pre- 
ceded the treaty of Paris; the reduc- 
tion of all criminal penklities by one- 
half and the substitution of the elec- 
tric chair for the “garrote;” the pro- 
hibition of the entrance into the re- 
public of any members of religious 
orders, the suppression of the secret 
police, prohibition of foreign corpora- 
tions from acquiring real estate in 
Cuba, and the abolition of all trusts; 
adoption of the jury system in crim- 
inal cases and reform of the national 
lottery so that all the money taken in 
for tickets in excess of 5 per cent shall 
be distributed in prizes. 
Little Money From Lottery. 

General Manuel F. Alfonso, of the 
army of Hberation, appears as the 
head of the new party and is its pros- 
pective candidate fur the presidency. 

The. estimated surplus from the 
national lottery falls very consider- 
ably below the amount which the gov- 
ernment expected to get from this 
source. 

Harrowing stories are told by school 
teachers of children unable to go to 
school for lack of shoes and of still 
others starving because every cent has 
been spent in the lottery. 

From many parts of the island, nct- 
ably the usually prosperous Vuelta 
Abajo district, much distress is re- 
ported which is attributed in great part 
to the constant drain of the lottery.

Victoria, B. C., August 7.—The Jap- 
anese schooner Kamo Maru was cap- 
tured by a Russian patrol cruiser off 
the Copper Islands late last month, 
according to news received here to- 
day. When the schooner was appre- 
hended boat crews were making a 
landing at the Rookeries under cover 
of fog. The cruiser towed the vessel 
to Viadivostok, where the crews 
were imprisoned.

William Kent——Reformer. 

A fine type of public-spirited citizen 
is William Kent, of Chicago and San 
Francisco.

out the country known as the ‘uplift.’ 
If he were not a reformer, he would be 
a writer.

It is pointed out by the 
vatican that Premier Canalejas must 
be grateful to the papacy for restrain- 
ing its followers from disorders, which 
might have led to civil war.

Says of Coal Miners. 


Immigration Commission F inds 
Ugly Conditions in Pennsyl- 
vania---Miners Housed in Un- 
fit Habitations and Forced to 
Trade at.

Washington, August 7.—Conditions 
ef life in the bituminous coa] flelds in 
Western Pennsylvania retard the as- 
Similation of foreigners, and at the 
Same time are not conductive to a 
Stable form of family life Such is 
the view of the immigration commis- 
Sion, of which Senator Dillingham, of 
Vermont, is chairman. It is presented 
in a report made by the commission 
6s 8 result of an inquiry covering 
tg fifty thousand cases in that sec- 


Nearly All Foreign Born. 

The commission found more than 76 
per cent of the miners to be foreign 
born, many of them unable to write 
any language, and almost half of 
them incapable of speaking English. 
Generally they live in houses owned 
by the companies, and these owners 
refuse to sel] to their occupants, thus 
encouraging unsettled conditions 
among the- workers. None of the 
houses, it is said, are any too good 
while, in some cases, they are barely 
fit for human habitation. 

Most purchases of the necessities of 
life are made at company stores, the 
price being deducted from the wages 
of the employees. Trading at these 
3tores is not compulsory in all cases, 
but practically so, in many. and it 
was decided that those who patronized 
the company were more likely to be 
continued in employment in the event 
Of a partial shut down. 

Small Yearly Earnings. 

The average yearly earnings of 
families was found to be only $431. 
This is frequently pieced out by tak- 
ing in lodgers, a system which neces- 
sarily tends to much evercrowding, as 
also to the destruction of separate 
family lift. 

A large percentage of the foreign- 
crs are from southern and easte-n 
Europe. Of this element only a small 
percentage had ever been employed in 
mines before coming to America. To 
this circumstance and’ to their ignor- 
snoe of the English language the 
commission attributes many accidents. 

The report says that but little civic 
interest is manifested, especially bv 
the new arrivals. After a residence 
of ten years only about 22 per cent of 
them had taken steps to become citi- 
zens. The general standard of effi- 
ciency was found to be low. 

In all respegts canditions were 
pomew hat better with thea native 
Americans than with the foreigners.

Setting out that the American peo- 
ple have too little regard for the 
majesty of the law, especially as re- 
gards the safety of human life, the 
Rev. Mr. Scarrett. of . Milledgeville, 
last night made, from the pulpit of 
St. Luke’s church, a strong appeal for 
the stricter enforcement of the law in 
general and particularly the one pro- 
hibiting the carrying of concealed 
weapons.

“Many of the thousands of homicides 
which now blot the records of our 
state,’’ said the minister, “would not 
be committed were it not for the fact 
that there is nothing, either in public 
sentiment or in the courts of justice. 
to make them afraid. Our jails are 
filled with men who have broken the 
commandment, “Thou shalt not kill,” 
who will never be called upon to pay 
the penalty of their crimes. Delays 
and technicalities render the law al- 
most powerless, while the good citi- 
zens sit by and see the tragedy en- 
acted, apparently without realizing the 
dreadful significance of ¢he procedure. 

“The increase in homicides within 
the past few years !s nothing short of 
fearful. Within the past 15 years the 
number has increased from 2,000 to 
15,000 per annum. 

“And this condition is found in the 
United States alone. It could not exist 
in France, England, Germany. Japan, 
or any other civilized country. In 
these countries, when there is evidence 
sufficient to convict, the guilty person 
must pay the penalty. Georgia is pos- 
sibly the most religious state in the 
union. There @e . more churches to be 
found here to the population than'‘in 
almost any other state, and yet we 
find our best citizens apparently with- 
out the proper respect for the law. 

No Respect for Law. 

“We speak of ‘law,’ but in reality, 
without respect and obedience, there 
is and can be no law in the truest 
sense of the word. When so-called 
laws cease to be respected and obeyed, 
they become mere jumbles of words 
that only clutter our statute books. 

“As an excuse for not properly en- 
forcing the law, some plead the fear 
of infringing the rights and liberties 
of the people at large. This is worse 
for there is 
and can be only one true conception 
of liberty and freedom and that is 
obedience to law. 

“This is not a matter which we can 
afford to treat lightly. It is all im- 
portant. It is vital. It is only by 
the strictest obedience to the laws of 
nature that we may continue to exist. 
Violation of these laws means death 
ultimately. And the same is true 
only in a lesser degree to the laws of 
man. We may seemingly’ disobey 
them with impunity for a season, but 
the day of reckoning will come no less 
surely, because it is for a time de- 
layed.”

For instance, one 
attorney received $12,000 a year for 
representing one tribe and he resides 
in New York. 

“In instances only where the gov- 
ernment interests and those of the In- 
dians conflict should attorneys be em- 
ployed. As far as the sale of the lands 
is concerned, the government itself, by 
treaty, has agreed to dispose of the 
land and give the proceeds to the In- 
dians. The evidence that has. devel- 
oped certainly will enlighten congress 
on what ought to be done.”

HUNT GIVES VIEWS 


ON NATIONAL NEEDS} 


States Reason for Not 
Entering Race. 


Lines in the Eighth District So 
Tightly Drawn Between Two 
Other Candidates No Room 
for a Third. 


Eatonton, Ga., August 7.—(Special.) 
Hon. B. W. Hunt has made public a 
statement setting forth his reasons for 
not making the race for congress in 
the eighth disrict. It follows: 


I came south in 1876, choosing that 
Part most devastated and scourged by 
war, that had lain in Sherman's direct 
path to the sea. I brought with me 
not only sympathy for the southern 
people, but the enthusiasm of the em- 
pire builder, who sees the possibilities 
of the future. There were waste places 
to be reclaimed, railroads to be -built, 
factories to be established, banking 
facilities provided, importations of live 
stock suited to the conditions prevall- 
ing, experiments in the introduction 
and cultivation of different fruits, etc. 


research and expenditure { 

travel, investigation and mou, ~~ 
years of my life outside regular offi 
work have been given to these efforts 
to upbuild the section in which I had 
chosen to reside. I do not claim to be 
more than human. That all my experi- 
ments have not succeeded is not to be 
counted against the endeavor. The lack 
of capital, the absence of skilled white 
labor, want of white immigration of 
working people, where negroes monop- 
Olized the labor market, made obstacles 
insurmountable to some ventures most 
worthy and warranted in themselves. 


Friends Solicited His Entrance. 


In the past I have ‘had not leisure 
or inclination to enter politics. Re- 
cently, at the solicitation of friends, 
whose action I thought could only be 
founded on a desire to advance the 
best interests of our section, I con- 
sented to offer for the nomination, 
only if so advised by the leading people 
of the different counties composing our 
eighth congressional district. If they 
should decide that the time was oppor- 
tune for our district to be represented 
by a man of my equipment, then I pur- 
posed making the race. Surely a man‘s 
practical experience on many lines best 
fits him to serve his people. If the 
voters of our district preferred one to 
represent them whose information did 
not include the legal profession, it 
was right and proper to abide by their 
choice. Tne success of our institutions 
is founded on the people selecting their 
chwart’ then ee and no one should 

e c 
serve r Oice by deelining to 
n my circular letter to th 

people of the different wcuition te oe 
congressional district I said, “My can- 
idacy if advised by my correspondents 
to offer for congress, will be without 
malice, unpleasant comment, or bitter- 
ness toward the other aspirants for the 
honor of representing our district.” 
he consensus of opinion of my corre- 
spondents was that the lines between 
the two candidates who had so thor- 
OCughly canvassed the district were so 
tightly drawn, so many of the voters 
already commited, that a third candi- 
date at this time would have no oppor- 
tunity of commanding the votes that 
under a fair, even start would naturally 
come to him. 

I have thought, however, a statement 
of my views on state and national af- 
fairs would be of interest to my 
friends, hence this communication. 


Opposed to Initiative and Referendum. 


I am opposed to the initiative and 
referendum, no matter how successful 
it may prove among homogenous Cau- 
Casian people. I consider it a step be- 
yond the safety mark set by the found- 
ers of our union of the states. For the 
safe-guarding of our civilization, the 
southern contingent of the national 
democratic party must remain in the 
future, as it was in the past, the con- 
Servative branch of the party. 

As @ general proposition, the power- 
ful American locomotive and the heavy 
stee] railroad have written ithe epitaph 
of the crooked inland water route. I 
am, however, heartily in favor of a 
coast or still water passage just inside 
the islands that extend on most of our 
sea coast from Massachusetts to Flori- 
da certainly, and ultimately farther 
south. Where these routes have been 
straightened at the expense of the gen- 
era: government, and are in daily use, 
they more than justify the cost. No 
railroad can be built parallel to these 
coast routes near enough salt water 
to carry the traffic arising on the 
coast. These water lanes may be of 
the greatest benefit in case of war. 
Let eJl democrats remember the wise 
counsel of Samuel J. Tilden, which 
was to spend the necessary money on 
the coast defenses, which permanently 
protected the country, rather than too 
much on ephemeral battleships. 

I am in favor of a personal income 
tax as an equitable way of raising 
revenue, but I first want thé rights 
of the several states safeguarded. The 
general government should not be al- 
lowei to tax the evidences of debt of 
any sovereign state. 

Favors Inkeritance Tax. 

I also favor an inheritance tax for 
the state of Georgia. Taxing an es- 
tate in the process of changing owner- 
ship while in the custody of an admin- 
istrator or executor is possibly the 
most equitable of all taxation, and 
works the least hardship. Anyone 
who has been familiar with the tax 
returns of the large property owners 
and then compares the increased val- 
ues after the death of the owner when 
the estate is divided among the heirs, 
is obliged to realize the equity of such 
a tax. It will reduce the pfoperty 
taxation of the struggling people in 
moderate financial circumstances more 
than any other system of raising rev- 
enue, Its working is to better the 
condition of the worthy citizen in re- 
ducing his burdens, when he needs 
encouragement, and then imposing the 
tax on the thousands of dollars that, 
under the present system, wholly 
escape taxation. 

I believe the time has come for the 
state of Georgia, through a clerk of 
the court, or other officer, to make all 
conveyances of land under the seal of 
the state, thereby ending all real es- 
tate litigation over land titles. Other 
countries anl several of our states are 
using such a system. 

Among the reasons why I, a man of 
northern birth, residing south, se- 
riously ‘considered a candidacy for con- 
gress, was the favorable impression 
that such a proeeeding must have on 
other portions of our country, em- 
phasizing that in Georgia sectionalism 
is dead. To select as a representative 
aman born under different skys is no 
new departure, but a true following 
of southern and northern usage and 
precedent. Jefferson Davis, the choice 
of the south as leader, was a native 
of a border state; Abraham Lincoln, 
the chosen head of the north, was a 
birthright of the”’same state. 


Need for White Immigration. 

The census showing the black and 
white population would tell us, if we 
failed te otherwise realize, that the 
crying neeq@ of Georgia is for white 
immigration of the assimilable sort. 
the colonial blood of the north pre- 
ferred, and to get this we must meet 
the desirable immigrant with a wel- 
eome similar to that the west extends. 
There all occupations, honors and 
emoluments are open to him, who is 
worthy, regardless whence he comes, 
regardful of what his life work ex- 
hibits. 

I did not fight during the four years 
of civil war, with the noble army who

Paris, August 7.—Eight aviators 
started at daylight today in the great 
782 kilometer (485 miles) crosg-coun~ 
try race from Issy Les Moulineaux, 
and at nightfall six of them had cov- 
ered the first stage of the journey to 
Troyes, 185 kilometers (83 miles), from 
the starting point. 

Not since the grand prix competition 
for automobiles, has such crowds gath- 
ered or has such enthusiasm been dis- 
played in a sporting event. Following 
each other at five-minute intervals, 
the aeroplanes rose and after swing- 
ing for a moment over the city, pro- 
ceedefi at full speed in the direction

The circuit which will be covered by 
the contestants starting at Paris, em- 
braces Troyes, Nancy, Mezieres, Charle- 
ville, Douai and Amiens, and ends at 
Paris. Local aviation meetings have 
been arranged at each stopping place, 
the prize totalling $32,400, in addition 
to the $20,000 offered for the big event 
by a Paris newspaper. The conditions 
of the cross country race provide that 
the winner shall be the aviator who 
covers the circuit in the _ .shortest 
elapsed time.

Chicago, August 7.—Chicago, in ‘ts 
dress uniform, its streets gay with 
decorations, and already well filled 
with guests, rested today in anticipa- 
tion of a week of entertainment, in 
honor of the thirty-first triennial 
Knights Templar conclave.

Train Loads of Templars. 

Although the real Templar army is 
not scheduled to begin arriving until 
tomorrow, several train loads were un- 
loaded during the day, each accompa- 
nied by a band. These marched through 
the streets to their respective head- 
quarters. 

The first arrival expected tomorrow 
will be the Karl of Euston and a party 
of titled guests from England, repre- 
senting the grand priories of that 
country and Wales, and a party em- 
bracing the chief officers of the grand 
priories of Canada, 

Templar way, into which State street 

has been transformed, has attracted 
the chief attention of the knights. The 
whole downtown length of the street 
is lined on both sides at regular inter- 
vals with tall columns inscribed with 
the herpaldic devices of the Knights 
Templar and surmounted with huge 
globes covered with incandescent 
lights.

New York, August 6.—(Special.)— 
Thomas A. Edison in a signed state- 
ment said today: 

“We are face to face with aerial 
navigation—face to face with it on a 
scale of which we have never dreamed. 
In ten years flying machines will be 
used to carry the mails. They will 
carry passengers, too. They will go 
at a speed of 100 miles an hour. 

“There is no doubt of it. Anything 
within reason oan be accomplished. 
The commercial success of the flying 
machine is within reason. 

“The smaller they are the less re- 
sistance they will offer to the air. 
They will have powerful engines and 
go at great speed. They will travel a 
hundred miles an hour. 

“They will equip flying machines 
with a safety device by means of 
which they will slowly descend to the 
ground in the event of accident to the 
machinery. 

‘I don't know how to do it, but a 
method will be yet discovered of wire- 
lessly transmitting electrical energy 
from the earth to the motor of a ma- 
chine in midair. There is no reason 
to believe it cannot be done.’’.

Hundreds of Clerks Busy 
Tabulating Returns. 


Contrary to General Belief, All 
Counting of People Is Being 
Done by Hand--Total Figures 
for the United States Will Be 
Ready by Middle of October. 


Washington, August 7.—By the mid- 
dle of October, but scarcely before, the 
people of the United States will know 
their own number, as revealed by the 
thirteenth census. The figures will not 
be given out until-the count is entire- 
ly completed and minutely verified, and 


by that time every man who “keeps 
tab” will know the total for himself, 
for the details for all such subdivisions, 
as states, cities and counties, will have 
become known. previously through the 
census office’s announcements. 

Some people think that Director Du- 
rand practically knows now the exact 
number of the population, but he de- 
clares, “really and truly,” that he does 
not. If so disposed, however, he could 
ascertain approximately the mber of 
people somewhat in advance of his an- 
nouncement to the public. This could 
be done by means of the preliminary 
count of the schedules which is made 
necessary for the payment of the enu- 
merators for their services. The enu- 
merating districts for each supervi- 
sor’s area are numbered, and it is in- 
tended that each of them should con- 
tain one hundred names. As soon as 
these are received they are turned over 
to counters and a virtually accurate 
statement is thus made possible. Up 
to date the names in more than 58,000 
of the 79,000 districts have been 
counted. 

Durand Net Curious. ' 

The process is moving forward rap- 
idly, and when it is completed the pop- 
ulation of the United States could be 
easily, by footing up the totals, ar- 
rived at. Mr. Durand, however, is not 
having the figures totaled, and he says 
that it is his purpose not to do so. 
He is not curious as to the outcome of 
his work. Nor will be make any pre- 
diction as to what the result will show. 
It is Known, however, that the census 
officials generally fall in with the pop- 
ular idea that there are about 90,000,- 
000 people in the United States. Be- 
tween the census of 1890 and that of 
1900, there was an increase of about. 
thirteen millions, and only ‘a slightly 
larger increase would now be necessary 
to bring the figur@ up to the ninety 
million mark. This result is arrived at 
by a purely arithmetical calculation, 
and not by any compilation of the fig- 
ures recently taken. 

About three hundred nimble-fingered 
young men and women are engaged 
night and day in determining the fig- 
ures which, when the final computa- 
tion is made, will show the total pop- 
ulation, All told, there are some 
eighteen hundred clerks employed in 
the census office in the compilation 
of all the facts gathered by the field 
workers in connection with the recent 
census; but, while the greatest activ- 
ity is directed toward the ascertain- 
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ment of the population, there is still 
much doing in other directions. In 
deed, a large number of those at 
work in the population division are 
engaged in classifying the facts rel- 
ative to the sex, age, race, and other 
conditions in connection with the peo- 
ple numbered.y Also, there are many 
employed in the manufacturing, ag- 
ricultural and mining’ branches. 


The First Announcements. 


The first announcements, however, 
will cover only enumeration figures, 
and these will continue for the next 
two months and a half. The sociolog- 
ical and industrial figures will come 
later, and will be announced, as a 
rule, in special bulletins prepared by 
the bureau itself. 

Up to date, population figures have 
been given on two states only, Rhode 
Island and Oklahoma; but many an- 
nouncements have been made for ait- 
ies, towns and counties in various 
parts of the country. All the returns 
so far given to the public have been 
prepared to meet the especial demands 
of the localities affected. In Rhode 
Island, for inStance, there is to be a 
reapportionment for legislative pur- 
poses, and in Oklahoma the franchise 
in involved. Texas has state laws af- 
fecting county administration, and has 
made a special demand upon the bi- 
reau. There also have been some 
exactions of a legal nature from 
various cities in Illinois, as from:some 
other states. From this time  for- 
ward, however, these requests will re- 
ceive comparatively little attention, 
and as a conquence, the regular work 
of the bureau will preceed more rap- 
idly. 


Large Cities to Come First. 


The director's intention is first to 
tabulate the population of the: large 
cities, and after the announcement for 
those centers of population shall have 
been made, the figures for the states 
will be given out as they are ascer- 
tained. he returns for all the coun- 
ties of each state will be announced 
at the same time that the state figures 
are made public. 

Many of the announcements are 
liable to be delayed beyond the time 
when they may be expected by the 
public. This delay, if it occurs, will be 
due to the necessity for careful scru- 
tiny of all the schedules. All of the 
enumeration sheets are counted from 
three to four times, and if there is 
any error, or even if there is any cir- 
cumstance indicating a possibility of 
an error, an investigation is ordered, 
and if necessary, a correction is made. 
In two cities, evidence of fraud has 
been discovered, and in one, Great 
Falls, Mont., a prosecution has been 
undertaken for fraudulent enumera- 
tion. In Massachusetts all of the fig- 
ures have been withheld to accommo- 
date that state in some of its own 
statistical work.

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STOCK MARKET 
THER MRO 


Speculative Temper in 
State of Uncertainty. 


Decreasing Volume of Trans- 
actions and Irregular Fluctu- 
ations of Prices---Progress of 
the Crops Has Most Effect on 
Stocks at Present. 


New York, August 7.—The sub- 
Sidence of the disturbance which 
stirred the securities market the weex 
before was reflected last week in the 
decreasing volume of transactions and 
the narrowing and irregular fluctua- 
tions of prices. Those fluctuations 
were due largely to operations by pro- 
fessional traders, and their limitations 
reflected the uncertainty of the specu- 
lative temper and the failure of the 
tentative operations to develop actual! 
selling or buying of importance. 

Renewal of Forced Liquidation. 

Occasionally there was an appear- 
ance of a renewal of forced liquida- 
tion, and this was accompanied by re- 
ports of distress of large .capitalists 
involved in unwieldy market holdings 
and their relief by taking over of 
those holdings by banking interests. 
The completion of such methods 
brought periods of relief to the mar- 
ket and kept expectation alive that 
the curative process was complete 
and the way opemed to substantial re- 
covery. 

There remained the suspicion, how- 
ever, that other similar measures wero 
still overhanging the market. There 
was a divad, also, that holdings thus 
taken over to avoiq sacrifice might 
come back on the market as favorable 
Opportunity offered, thus serving to 
obstruct a movement toward recovery. 
Attention was diverted from _ the 
larger considerations affecting values 
by these purely stock market influ- 
ences. 


Progress of the Crops. 


Of the larger influence, the progress 
-of the crops has most effect on stocks 
at present. The government report 
on July 25 and condition of cotton 
had to be digested as a predication of 
scanty supplies for the world’s coming 
requirements, but the betterment in the 
prospect since the date of the report 
by the favorable weather was an off- 
set. The progress of the wheat harvest 
brought reports of a satisfactory show- 
ing, both as to quality and yield. Hopes 
for the corn crop were distinctly 
brighter, but tempered by the critical 
period for that crop yet to be met. The 
week’s weather conditions were help- 
ful also for that crop, but the govern- 
ment report on the grafn crops with 
the opening of the following week 
was awaited with some anxiety. 


Condition of Great Industries. 


The conditions of the great basic in- 
dustries were relied on chiefly as an 
index of the industrial outlook, news 
of general conditions being too vague 
and confused to serve as a reliable 
guide. There were reports at various 
times of cutting the prices of steel 
products, and a movement towards 
further curtailment of output. The 
present reports of reduction of copper 
production had some effect, both on 
the demand for the metal and on the 
market for copper securities. 

The approach toward plethoric con- 
ditions in the New York money market 
has removed that subject from tne 
field of apprehension. Gold continues 
to come from abroad and foreign cred- 
its are available to New York bank- 
ers. The reserve shown by western 
bankers in lending to carry wheat ig 
causing the rapid movement of that 
grain to market and is building up the 
balances of the interior banks 
the reserve depositories.

First Sunday Program. 


Appearance of Dr. Starnes, the 
Organist, Greeted With Ap- 
plause -- Selections of the 
Afternoon Prove Extremely 
Pleasing to the Audience. 


Despite the rainy weather, the 
Auéitorium-Armory was crowded yes- 
terday afternoon with a quiet and ap- 
pregiative audience, whose frequent 
applause testified to their deep enjoy- 
ment of Dr. Percy J. Starnes’ interpre- 
tation of the well-arranged program, 
which formed the first of the series of 
free concerts planned by the Music 
Festival Association. 

The audience began to crowd the 
foyer of the auditorium before 38:30 
o'clock even, and by 4 o'clock, at which 
time the recital began, the large hall 
was well filled. 

Dr. Starnes’ appearance was greeted 
with applause, which died away in- 
stantly as the opening notes of Sulli- 
van’s “In Memoriam” sounded forth 
from the big organ, and it was apparent 
from the beginning that the varied au-:

Tells of Visit FromHoke 
Smith’s Son.

Watson Says if Hardwick 
Didn’t Use His Influence With 
Smith to Secure Commutation 
of Glover’s Sentence, He De- 
ceived Him. 


> 


Thomson, Ga. August 7.—(Special.) 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson today issued 
the following statement: 


At Thomson Saturday Hardwic« 
verified my assertion that he was biuf- 
fing on two decades. As it turned out. 
one of these worthless cards was the 
Glover case, the other the Burke liet- 
ter. As to the Glover case the facts 
are well known to Hardwick himself. 
for we were in correspondence about 
it. If he did not exert his utmost in- 
fluence with Governor Hoke Smith to 

vai] upon him to commute the 
eath penalty to a life term in the 
penitentiary, he deceived me grievous- 
ly. He promised me that he would so 
use his influence, and assured me 
most positively afterward that he had 
Gone 80. 

The Glover Case. 

Glover’s wife came to my house, ac- 
companied by my friend, Forest Gay. 
They offered me a fee of a thousansa 
dollars to defend his case in court. I 
told them JI could not take the money, 
for my taking of the case would be 
like waving a red fi before-a bull, 
as it had to be tried before a jury 
selected by Boykin Wright. To the 
weeping wife I gave the promise that 
if Glover should be convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged, she should have 
my services in securing a commuta- 
tion to a life term in the penitentiary. 
After Glover had been tried and sen- 
tenced I drew up the instruction upon 
which the, petition for commutation 
of sentence was bas and directed 
the conduct of the vase. After this 
had been turned down by the pardon 
board, it was passed up to Governor 
Smith. My recollection ig that whiie 
on my way to Cartersville to plead 
for the retention in Georgia of m 
Jones’ grandson, whose father had de- 
clared the intention of taking him to 
Pennsylvania to rear him as a Roman 
Catholic, that I went to Governor 
Smith’s office to present to him the 
reasons why Glover should not be 
hanged. With one leg thrown across 
the corner of his big working desk. 
I t there for more than an hour 
looking down into the governor’s eywe 
as he sat in his chair befcre me. 
and I pleaded for Glover's life with 
all the earnestness of my “~nature. 
After presenting the various legal 
phases of the oase, which, in my judg- 
ment. warranted the commutation, I 
conclud with this direct appeal: 


Watson's Last Appeal for Glover. 


“Governor, this man once helped save 
my life, when Boykin Wright was try- 
ing to have me murdered. I want you 
to hely save him.” 

I went away from the governor’s 
office buoyantly happy in the belief 
that my mission of mercy had been a 
success, 

It is not within my personal knowl- 
edge that Boykin Wright immediately 
went to see the governor, but I heard 
that he did. It is within my knowledge 
that not long afterwards the governor 
called me up over long distance tele- 
phone and asked if I would see his 
son, Marion Smith, at such an early 
hour the next day as would enable him 
to return to Atlanta on the morning 
train. He stated that his son would 
leave Atlanta on the midnight train. 
It was important that he should be 
back in Atlanta on,the train that 
reaches there about midday. Of course, 
I readily agreed to see the young man, 
j although it was necessary for me to 
rise much earlier than usual, inasmuch 
as the train upon which he would arrive 
reached Thomson at that time before 
daybreak. 


Marton Smith at Watson’s Home. 


The young “man caane and I sent a 
conveyance down for him. He had gone 
to bed at the Knox hotel and had over- 
slept himself, as he told us at the 
breakfast table; consequently our in- 
terview was necessarily cut - short. 
What passed between us is protected 
by th eunwritten law of hospitality. Not 
even this much would have been said 
about the visit had not Hardwick pro- 
voked it by his outrageous initiative 
in the use of private retters. 

My information is that on the even- 
ing following his visit of Marion Smith 
to my house Governor Smith told Sen- 
ator Clay that he would not be a can- 
didate against him. 

After my return home from trying 
the habeus corpus case, in which Judge 
Fite awarded Sam Jones’ grandson to 
the custody of his noble grandmother, I 
felt so certain of the commutation of 
Glover’s sentence I wrote to his broth- 
er-in-law, Mr. Wiseman, and he came 
to my house. Telling him of the in- 
terview that I had with the governor 
I expressed the opinion that the com- 
mutation would be granted. No man 
that has ever walked down my lawn 
ever showed such signs of delight ag 
Wiseman as he went away. My under- 
standing is, he communicated to Glover 
what had passed between us at my 
house, therefore, it was a frightful 
blow to all of us when the governor 
announced his determination not to ar- 
rest the death penalty. 


Shocked at Hoke Smith’s Decision. 


It was not only a shock to Glover, 
but to me and poor Mr. Wiseman. I 
was almost beside myself with grief 
and it actually killed Wiseman, as fine 
a man ever I saw. After his death 
I returgmed to his widow $250 of the 
fee ie he had paid me, retaining

Never was I in Chicago at all until 
Mark Hanna had been dead some 
months. Major Charles E. McGregor 
and I went through that city in Au- 
gust, 1904, Pre ee over one night to 
hear the splendid music of the comic 
opera, “The Royal Chef.” We had no 
conference with any republicans, but 
went straight on to Lincoln, Neb., 
where I opened my campaign with an 
address, to which Mr. Bryan listened. 
After the speech was over Mr. Bryan 
oe me to luncheon at hig home, Fair- 
view. 


Not Out of Thomson in 1900. 


During the whole of the year 1900 
I don’t think I was out of the town of 
Thomson @ single day; was not out of 
the state, lam sure. During the whole 
of the year 1900 my studies for the 
life of Napoleon Bonaparte monopolized 
my time. More than a thousand vol- 
umes, bearing upon the subject, were 
carefully and impartially examined be- 
fore the pen was put to paper. Hon.

BODY OF STRANGER

Pensacola, Fla., August 7.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the identity of the 
well-dressed stranger found dead in 
an abandoned hut on Hcimes creek 
was solved today when he was ident'- 
fied as J. EB. Craft, a marine engineer, 
of this city, who left here a year ago, 
and was supposed to be running pn a 
steamboat near Apalach'cola. 

How he came to be on Hcimes creek.

Bears Are Hoping That 
Rain Will Fall. 


Interest in New Crop Is Fast 
Eclipsing Interest in the Old. 
Texas Will This Week Hold 
Center of —— --- Liverpool 
Sends Bullish News. 


New Orleans, August 7.—It will be a 
weather market this week on the cot- 
ton exchanges. Interest in the new 
crop is fast echipsing interest tn the 
old, especially since the bull clique is 
reported to be resting on its oars. Al- 
though the weather from now on to 
the end of the season in the eastern 
half of the cotton belt will be of great 
importance, Texas this week will be 
in the center of the stage, because of 
the unsettled condition of the weather 
over the state and the imperative need 
for showers there. . 

Bears Hoping for Rain. 

Last week the bears, day after da 
e 
rain fell. The market closed with 
bears hoping as hard as ever for rain 
over Sunday. The weather bureau did 
not encourage this hope to much ex- 
tent, for its forecast predicts showers 
only in northwest Texas. Should any 
great amount of rain be reported over 
Sunday, when the market opens the ad._ 
vantage will be all with the short side. 
Should rains hold off, probably much 
the same kind of a market as was seen ~ 
last week will prevail, that is, fluctu- 
ations will be narrow and ‘nervous, and 
traders will put in their time gather- 
ing formation from different locali- 
ties in Texas, and allow other fea- 
tures to pass unnoticed. 

Too Much Rain or Too Little. 

This has been qa season of either toe 
much rain or too little, and should 
Texas get rain beyond what is neces- 
sary, probably a great many com- 
plaints would arise, as there is already 
much open cotton in the earlier seo- 
tions of the state, and more is opening 
every day. Bulls claim that this is pre- 
mature opening, due to heat and 
drought, but whether this is generally 
so or not, prolonged rains would work 
more or less injury to open cotton, 
The movement of new cotton in Texas, 
up to the end of last week, was larger 
than usual, but spot people collected 
information showing that this week it 
would greatly increase. If this is so, 
no matter what the ultimate crop 
promise may be, the situation at pres 
ent ig not such as to stand large re- 
ceipts from the fields. Because of all 
this, Texas will probably dominate the 
immediate future of the cotton market. 

Liverpool Sends Bullish News. 

Liverpool sent over some very bul- 
lish cablegrams concerning improve- 
ment in business in Manchester to- 
ward the end of last week, and more- 
over, refused to follow the decline on 
this side of the water. This is impor- 
tant, for while. Liverpool would not 
be stroig enough to counteract very 
bearish news from Texas, should 
such news be received, any further 
bullish news from manufacturers in 
Manchester would probably cause 
Liverpool to make poor respqnses to 
declines in the American markets. 
This would widen parities that for 
many months have been so narrow as 
to greatly hamper spot transactions. 
A better parity would result in much 
forward business and would allow 
Liverpool to build its stock up to 
more normal proportions. 

It would also prohibit the like- 
lihood of any more shipments of spot 
to this side to be delivered on con- 
tract, should the bulls suddenly be- 
come aggressive in the near months. 
Much attention will also be paid to 
Liverpool this week, as that market 
may be the key to the situation af- 
ter Texas weather conditions cease 
to attract so much attention.

HOW TO MAKE A RAIN GAUGE. 

In response to a number of requests 
for directions for making a rain gauge 
I reproduce an article written by me 
several years ago. which ~ covers the 
case fully, as follows: 

Measuring the Rainfall. 

It is but a simple matter to. secure 
@n approximate measurement of. any 
given shower of: rain.. All that is es- 
sentially necessary is to place out in 
the open any water-tight vessel with 


erpendicular sides and when the rain, 


s. over dip in a foot rule, or a thin 
slip of wood and apply it to anything 
containing a scale of inches. An ordi- 
nary 5-pound lard can, or even a toma- 
to can. or other similar vessel will 
answer perfectly such a requirement. 
But if one wants a more correct and 
more convenient and permanent instru- 
ment he should buy or have made at 
the tin shop a regular rain gauge and 
prepare a measuring stick. It is the 
purpose of this article to tell how a 
rain gauge may be made and so illus- 
trate it that any expert tinner may 
Make one in an hour or less. The ac- 
Companying figure is so plain that lit- 
tie or no explanation is necessary, but 
perhaps it may be well to give a de- 
scription in detail as follows, which 
ise taken from Press Bulletin No. $1, 
repared by the writer and published 
n 1896: 
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RAIN GAUGE aND Scan, 


Rain Gauge and Scale. 

AB is the gauge drawn to a scale of 
1 inch-to 4 inches. It may be made of 
heavy tin or of galvanized sheet iron, 
or, better than either, of sheet copper. 
The funnel-shaped mouth is perfectly 
round and exactly 4 inches across. The 
rim of the funnel ig 1 inch deep. The 
well or lower part of thet gauge is ex- 
actly 2 inches inside diam@€ter and it 
may be 12 or 14 inches deep. If 12 
finches deep it will hold 3 inches of 
rainwater, since 1 inch of rainfall will 
Stand 4 inches deep in the well of the 
gauge. 

The scale CD may be made of a thin 
strip of hardwood, say % inch wide 
@nd 1-16 thick and long enough to 
reach to the bottom of the well. The 
divisions on the scale marked 1, 2, 3 
indicate inches, and each inch is 4 
inches in the scale. In other words 
the scale CD as well as the gauge AB 
fe drawn to a scale of 1 inch to 4. So 
the tinner should make every dimen- 
sion just four times the actual meas- 
urement of the figure. 

The gauge should be painted with 
two coats of good lead paint, both in- 
side and out, and should then be 
mounted on a post 6 feet high from the 
ground and not nearer than 50 feet of 
@ large tree or building. 

Of course a gauge may be made that 
will measure more delicately. We have 
one in constant use that will indicate 
hundredths of an inch. If at any time 
in using the gauge the rainfall should 
be sufficient to cause the well to fill 
up into the funnel portion simply pour 
off a part of the water into another 
vessel until the surface falls to with- 
in the smaller portion. Measure the 
latter portion and throw it out; then 

our ip the first portion and measure 

t. This .will rarely occur unless the 
observer is absent from home. 

It may be added that the gauge 
should be placed on a convenient sup- 
port that will keep its perpendicular 
position about 6 feet from the surface 
of the earth, with no building, tree or 
other object that would be likely to 
Prevent accurate intake by the instru- 
ment because of currents of air, drip- 
ping from such object, etc. The meas- 
uring stick, of course, should be kept 
in the house or other dry place. 

Care should be taken not to permit 
the water that may be in the gauge at 
any time to freeze, as the result. very 
probably, would be a “busted” gauge. 

Some calculations in relation to the 
volume of water to measured rainfall 
may be of. interest. Long experience 
has taught me that I inch of rainfall 
will amount to what the farmers call a 
“very <ood season.” Of course the 
total amount of water actually taken 
into the soil depends upon the rate at 
which the rain comes down. If this 
be very rapid a larger percentage will 
run accoss the eurface and escape into 
ditches a gullies, frequently carry- 
ing with it the best part of the soll. [I 
would not care to have a rainfall of 1 
inch to occur in less than one hour. If 
#t occurred in half an hour it would 
prove what farmers call a “washing 
rain.” Two inches of rain in twenty- 
four hours is pretty heavy raining, but

How much—in gallons—is an inch of 
rain on 1 acre? } have no doubt that 
many a school boy of 12 will be able 
to answer after a little figuring, and 
thus be able to correct me if I err in 
stating that 1 inch of rain on 1 acre 
would amount, in round numbers to 
27,154 gallons, or about 225,060 pounds. 
Assuming 50 inches as the annual rain- 
fall for Georgia (it is a little less) then 
a simple calculation will show that the 
normal annual rainfallon1acre of land 
would amount to 11,263,000 pounds, or 
5,626 tons weight. Isn’t it astonishing 
how prodigal nature is?

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CLOVER IN APPLE OR- 
CHARD. (2) ALFALFA. 

V. A. More, Atlanta, Ga.—1l1. I have 
about 35 acres planted in apple or- 
chard. It has been suggested that I 
plant red clover in this orchard: Please 
advise me by return mail if you con- 
sider it desirable to plant red clover 
in an orchard. Also advise best meth- 
od of preparing the land and the best 
time to sow the seed. I have a disk 
harrow and with this implement could 
get the land in good condition. 

2. I also have about three acres of 
marrow branch bottom, which for the 
past two or three years has been 
planted in corn. The land produces 
about 20 to 25 bushels of corn to the 
acre, using a small amount of com- 
mercial fertilizer. It has occurred to 
me this would be a most excellent 
place to put out alfalfa. There is 
plenty of, moisture in this ground, and 
it could be cleaned off and put in first- 
class condition. Please advise me in 
regard to this—the best time to plant 
the alfalfa and what preparation of 
the soil is necessary. The land is now 
in corn and this will not mature be- 
fore November. Would it then be too 
late to plant this land in alfalfa? 

Answer—1l1. I do not consider it ad- 
visable to plant red clover in an or- 
chard of quite young apple or other 
fruit trees. unless you shall carefully 
destroy all that comes within 6 feet 
of the trees. Clover makes its princi- 
pal draft on the soil in April and May, 
which ig just the time that young 
trees make their main growth. There 
is no special method of preparing the 
land. If you had sown the orchard 
in cowpeas in May it would have been 
the ideal method of preparing for clo- 
ver, mowing the cowpeas for hay -in 
August or September, and then plowing 
the ground and harrowing well and 
sowing 15 pounds of clover seed about 
October 1. 

2. If no stagnant water is within 
three feet of the surface the land you 
refer to could be made to produce good 
alfalfa—provided the soil is not 
abundantly stocked with weed seeds 
(grass, etc.,) and you should make it 
considerably richer by several tons of) 
good stable mianure per acre and 800 | 
to 1,000 pounds of 10—4 acid and pot- 
ash. Prepare the land as if for tur- 
nips. November is rather too late to 
If you cannot sow in 
September or before November 1, bet- 
ter wait until March. 


DISEASED COTTON. 

J. H. Penney, Abbeville, 5. C.—Please 
tell me what is the matter with my 
cotton. We have had too much rain, 
but I have not had very much. I have 
a full field of cotton well worked. 
Planted early. My rows are 3% feet 
inside. Have 500 pounds fertilizer to 
the acre. All put in at once, when 
I commenced to ridge. ver got in 
the grass; never plowed wet. It is 
waist high and it is turning red; that 
is. the stalks. Leaves are green and 
the blooms dry up like this I send 
you. I don’t believe I will make any 
cotton. 

Answer—I frankly confess that I do 
not know what is the disease that 
seems to be affecting your cotton. The 
four or five dead forms that you sent 
me seem to be the ordinary dead and 
brown squares that occur more or less 
on all cotton and give me no clew to 
the cause. I do not remember to have 
seen a field of cotton in which the 
leaves remained green and healthy 
while a large proportion of the squares 
were dried up and dead. It may be the 
disease called “frenching,” of which 
I have often heard, but of which I 
never heard or read a description. Con- 
sult Professor H. Barre, plant 
pathologist of your experiment station, 
Clemson College, 8.

8. My neighbor put up some cider 
two years ago, and it has not made 
vinegar yet. ‘What should be done to 
made it vinegar? 

Answer—1. In making vinegar from 
cider or other fruit juices, or sweeten- 
ed water, it should be remembered 
that it is the sugar contained in the 
juice, or starch that may be converted 
into sugar, that is first converted into 
alcoho] and Then into vinegar. There- 
fore, sour no 4 pee containing very lit- 
tle sugar and starch, will’ not make 
good, strong vinegar without the ad- 
dition of molasses, or sugar. So, the 
sweeter the apples the stronger will 
be the vinegar made from the cider. 
Put the cider into a keg, or barrel, or 
large jar, filling the vessel not quite 
full. Tie a thin cloth over the mouth 
to keep out insects, and place the) 
vessel in a warm, airy place. In warm 
weather it will ferment fully in about 
twoeweeks. If you have it then add 
nearly as much more cider, or if you 
have it not, about one quart of mo- 
lasses to ten gallons of the juice, and 
let it ferment again. 
acetous (vinegar) fermentation if you 
will add a pint or so of the “mother 
of vinegar” from a barrel of old vine- 

ar. The vinegar should be thorough- 

y stirred occasionally and kept in a 
warm place until strong as wanted, 
which may be in several months. 

2. To keep cider sweet (not ferment- 
ed) for some time, add % of an ounce 
of sulphite (not sulphate) of lime to 
each gallon of cider. You may, if you 
like, permit the new cider to ferment 
until it sults your taste, and then stop 
the fermentation by adding the sul- 
phite of lime as just directed. Or you 
may do this: If you have a barrel or 
keg, put a few gallons of sweet cider 
(or fermented to s@it the taste); then 
suspend from the bunghole a few 
strips of rags that have been dipped 
in melted sulphur and lighted with 
fire, closing the bunghole loosely. Aft- 
er the rags have been consumed, put in 
the bung and roll the  0barrel, or 
“slosh” it about for five minutes, or 
until the sulphurous fumes have been 
absorbed by the small quantity of 
cider in the barrel. The add the

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ATROPHY OF SHOULDER MUSCLE.

‘inches wide ang 8 inches long. She 
‘has never showed any sign of lame- 
| mess, and there was no sign of any- 


‘thing until about a month ago I no- ! 


, ticed the trouble. Seemg to get worse, 
,and I will be glad if you will write 
|; me the cause and a remedy, as-it is a 
| fine mule, and I am afraid she will 
go lame. 

Answer—As a general if not univer- 
sal rule it is not desirable to treat a 
mule for lameness uniess it is in 
; fact lame. If your mule does not seem 

to suffer pain or inconvenience, and is 
not lame, I do not gee any good reason 
for any spinal treatment. It seems 
that she has what is. known as atro- 
phy (wasting) of the shoulderblade 
muscle, and she magy eventuaily’ go 
lamé. You may possibly relieve the 
situation by rubing in a strong lini- 
ment once a day; or you may adopt 
a more energetic reamedy by blistering. 
Rub well in a little of a mixture of 
1 Ipart of cantharides and 6 parts of 
lard, say every two wedga. It usually 
requires two or three months to cure 
a Cage Of sweeny. Meantime you may 
work the animal moderately if there 
are no signs of pai nor lameness. 


PANICUM TEXANUM, 

R. A. McBryde,. Troy, Ala.—BHnclosed 
find a specimen of grass, which seems 
to be very prolific. Will you please 
vell me through the columns of The 
Constitution the name and.-virtue of it? 

Answer—The grass is known botani- 
cally as Panicum Texanum, and its 
common name is “Texas Millet.’ It is 
a native of Texas, ang ‘was first de- 
scribed and named by Professor 8. Bb. 
Buckley, in. 1866. t is an annual 
grass, and comes up in the corn fields 
in Texas, especially in the Colorado 
river bottoms, after the corn is laid 
by, and “makes a very large amount 

very nutritious foliage and is 

esteemed aS a hay grass.

It 

is’ sometimes calleg ‘“‘Colorado grass,” 

because it is so highly appreciated and 

utilized by the farmers on the Colo- 
rado river bottoms, 


WEEVILS IN WHEAT. | 


J. FP. Daniel, Danielsville, Ga.— 
Please give me a remedy through The 
Tri-Weekly Constitution to keep 
weevils and bugs out of wheat. 

Answer—Have the wheat dry and 
‘in a tight granary or tight barrels or 
boxes. Get from drug store a pound 
bottle of carbon bi-sulphide and place 
it on shallow tins on the surface of 
the grain, at the rate of one full tea- 
spoonful for each cubic foot occupied 
by the grain. Cover over all with a 
sheet or sunsy ‘packs to keep the 
fumes from being blown away. The 
liquid evaporates very quickly, but the 
fumes are heavier then air, and will 
sink down into the grain, and in 36 
hours will have destroyed every living 
thing in the wheat. At the end of 
that time the grain should be thor- 
oughly aired, otherwise it will be 
liable to injury from the fumes. The 
latter are very inflammable, as well 
as poisonous to breathe; so be cansful 
to have no fire about where it is used. 


DYSPEPSIA OF MULE. 

N. Harris, (?).—Please te'l 
me what to do for my young 
mule. She is a valuable young muis, 
and was in thriving condition until 
about three weeks ago, when she be- 
came puny and refused to eat corn, but 
would eat some fodder and sHucks. 
She will not eat much of anything 
now, and is loosing flesh rapidly. Her 
body is hot, as if she had fever, and 
her legs from her knees down are cold. 
She drinks water freely, and will pick 
up dirty shucks about in the lot and 
eat them. There is nothing else un- 
usual about her that I can see. 

Answer—Your mule evidentl has 
dyspepsia, the treatment for which 1s 
as follows: 

First, regulate diet. Give a drench 
of 1% pints of raw linseed oil, and 
after it has operated have ready 4% 
mixture of 4 ounces each of powdered 
saltpeter and copperas and divide the 
same into 24 powders. Boil a teacup- 
ful of linseed meal to a pulp in a gal- 
lon or so of water, and while hot pour 
it over half pailful of wheat bran and 
make a mash of it. When cool put in 
one of the powders and give to the 
‘mule for his supper. Do this every 
day for several weeks. See that th» 
anima] is not lousy, or possibly wormy. 
Give only clean, pure water to drink.

SOW “DOWN IN THE LOINS.” 

N. L. Littlefield, Welsh, Ala.—I have 
a young sow that brought pigs in 
April. After pigs were weaned she 
got “down in the loins.” Seemed to be 
all rightevery way except had no use 
of her limbs. Bats hearty and in good 
condition. She now has another spe!! 
of same kind. She recovered from 
first attack and seemed O. K. until to- 
day. She is kept in lot by herself. 

Answer—The disease is properly 
known as paraplegia, or paralysis of 
the hind parts, commonly called “down 
in the loins.” The following is the 
treatment: Give the animal 1 ounce 
of castor oil, with 1 or 2 drops of 
croton oil in it. As s00n as the 
physic operates give 8 or 10 grains of 
icdide of potassium and repeat thres 
times a day in the drinking water. If 
it will not take it in the drinking 
water put {t in a little water and give 
it from a spoon. In three days if not 
improved give it 2 or 3 drops of fluid 
extract of nux vomica and 10 to 15 
drops of ofl of gaultheria in a table- 
rpoonful of sweet oil three times a 
day. Also rub the loins, back ant 
hips once a day with a little compound 
soap liniment. Feed on oatmeal and 
milk with a little of anything else 
that it will take. Keep under shelter 
from the sun and weather. 


ALFALFA CULTURB. 

Oo. C. Bell, Zebulon, Ga.: I want to 
seed two acres-in alfalfa this fall. 
Please give me some tdea in regard 
to it, how to get it started, what kind 
of soil and when to seed. 

Answer—The best land for alfalfa is 
a déep, rich loaming soil, clean of weed 
seeds (grass, etc.) a rather porous sub- 
bai and well drained, either natur- 
ally or otherwise. Land now in cow- 
peas can be put into ideal condition 
after the peas come off, by deep plow- 
ing and harrowing repeatedly. Pre- 
pare the land just as if you were pre- 
paring to grow on it a prize crop of 
rutabaga turnips. Don't sow in poor, 
or even thin land, but select some onic 
or more of the pampered patches 
about your residence. If possible get 
two or three bushels of top soil (for 


} each acre) from an old, successful a!- 


falfa plant and spread over the land 
and harrow in immediately. Also ap- 
ply four or five two-horse loads of 
stable manure per acre. Sow 15 pounds 
of alfalfa seed last half of September 
to October 15—when there is good 
moisture in the soil—either in drills 
30 inches apart, or broadcast, just as 
you would sow turnips. At the be- 
ginning of winter broadcast about 20 
bushels of air-slacked lime er acre. 
At the same time you apply the stable 
manure apply also 600 to 800 pounds 
of $8—4 acid and potash per acre. 
Commence cutting and feeding the 
alfalfa when it commences to bloom, 
and as often as it reaches the same 
stage thereafter, or three or four times 
during the season. Fertilize as above 
every year. 
CURING SORGHUM FORAGE. 
J. B. Duggan, Dublin, Ga.: I am near 

years old, and have been verify- 
ing your advice a long time. I am 
now in distress. Have made more mil- 
let or orange clover forage than I 
expected, or can consume, having only 
a small amount of stock to eat it. I 
had nearly an acre in an orchard and 
expected to make only a little poor 
stuff; rows 3% feet and thick as one's 
fingers in the drill. Lots of it 10 to 12 
feet high; a perfect wilderness. 

It is now heading and soon will have 
to be cut. I think of driving three or 
four stakes up and nailing them at the 
top, potato- shape and stacking it

Will I need wire. to bind it, or will 
the stacks tie it\ sufficiently?

- link. I will then form the shock, leav- 
, ing an air space under the center. 
; When done take out the standard and 
the scantling will draw out, leaving my 
|; Shock In shape. Wil! this answer as 
| Well as stakes and they to remain in. 
Must I cut and shock at once, or shail 
I let it sun? I may have to make 
syrup of it,*but the stalks are small, 
being very thick. 

An3zwer—I have had but very little 
experience in saving sorghum in the 
shape of bundles and prefer to have 
some one -who knows answer your 
question. I have heard that it is not 
difficult to“cure, and that it is not 
necessary to dry it out so thoroughly 
as in the case of non-saccharine sorg- 
hum, such as kafir, millet, etc. My 
experience in cutting and shocking In- 
dian corn leads me to suggest that the 
sorghum might be cured in precigely 
the same way, viz.: Cut near the 
Sround and stand the cut canes by 
armfuls around a common center and 
tie securely near the top with bingfiers’ 
twine, and possibly again about one- 
third of the way from the top, being 
careful to have all the canes jabbed 
down to the ground and the base well 
Spread out, putting the equivalent in 
bulk of 200 stalks of corn in each 
shock. To do this—as in the case of 
Indian corn—it will greatly help to 
have a “shocker,’”’ which may be made 
as you describe, the object being to 
furnish a means of climbing up to near 
the top of the shock—in order to tie 
the same. In about ten days (a short 
ladder may be necessary) the binder 
twine at the top of the shock should 
be tightened. I will add that a shock 
tightner may be made by tying’ a 
trace chain ring to one end of a small 
plowlHne. Climb up on the shocker— 
the first tying as well as the second— 
sling the ring end of the plowline 
around the shock, make a noose, draw 
very tight, then tie with two strands 
of binder twine. (There is a cheap and 
very effective potent tier made for the 
purpose of binding thé shock close to- 
gether so as'‘to be able to tie it with 
| twine.) We put Indian corn into such 
‘a shock as soon as cut—even when wet 
with dew or rain—and I presume 
sorghum. may be handled in the same 
manner. 

It’s a good condition to have more 
forage than you have stock to con- 
sume it. It suggests that you should 
get some more live stock. ‘Don’t sell 
hay” is a mighty good rule on the 
average farm. ‘Feed it to live stock, 
even if you have to buy the live stock, 
and sell it in that form—on. foot.
